National Convention of Journeymen Printers

Thursday, Nov. 5,2 o'clock, P. M.
The Convention met.

The resolution offered by Mr. Walsh, respect¬
ing the contract system was called up.
Mr. Young spoke on it. Thought it was a very

important matter, and should be carefully consid¬

ered. He hoped Mr. Xafew, who had devoted
some consideration to the subject, would givo ms

opinions on it. . ... .,,i;f;
Mr. Nafew was opposed to it. A great politi-

sal party in this State divided on he sub: ,

Which he thought might make it a brea h ol pro

prietv for us to express an opinion on it.

Mr. Keyser was opposed to the present Contract

system ; and gnve some striking instances ns to its

Operations upon the producing classes. He stated

that the most distinguished Members of Congress
were opposed to the system. The day was not

far distant when the Printers of Washington
would make a handsome dividend of what is now

distributed amoii-' political favorites. That day
would certainly arrive. The system of Public

Schools had o tendency to that end. He thought
that intellect was not now conlined to tho higher
professions.

Mr. Rogers thought that under the contract

system the people hud been robbed, but they had

been robbed also under the other system. He

was in favor of the contract Kystom. That sys¬

tem was as favorable to practical printers as to

any body else. You con bid for contracts as well

as others, let them get up a Joint Slock Com¬

pany and make their bids, and they would be

More favored than any other bidders. Mr. ft,

gave an interesting account of the doings of the
politician-printers of late years. He thought
government was tired enough of them.
Mr. Greene was surprised tohearthe gentleman

from New- York favor the contract system. It can¬

not be anything else than disadvantageous to the
Journeymen. It produces competition, and com¬

petition produces low prices. Whenever the eon-

tract if obtained by virtue of low bids, the Jour¬

neymen are made to suffer, not the contractor.
Mr. Conwny spoke in favor of the resolution

proposed. He was not opposed to the contract

system, but to theauctioning system. He thought
it was a botch system, paid botch price, and pro¬
duced botch work.
Mr. Hogers would like to hear some better svs-

tem proposed. Ho was decidedly opposed to the
old system of favoritism.
Mr. Young was opposed to the present contract

system. The Government work was not half
done since tin.'eld system was abolished. The
printing of Congress has not been lit to be pre¬
sented to the public for the last three years. .Such
botch work injured our reputation.

It was an

absolute disgrace to our calling. Journeymen
Printers hnd a better time and did better 'work
under the old system.

duty not alone to Printers, but as workingmen, to respect-
hilly protest against «iich h system.

Uetolwd, Thal Ulis Convention recommend to the trade
at large to respectfully prot sat in a formal manner agaiusl
the contract system in every branch of public work; and
that the Executive Committee to be appointed by this Con-
veniion be requested to urge upon the various Unions sumo
gsnerBl action upon this subject.

The Message of the Governor of Virginia states

that the present otitst mdingdebt of the Common¬
wealth is $9,035,189 31', and there remains to be
paid on account of subscriptions to organized com¬
panies, not yet called for, S4,<532,8G8. Appropria¬
tions to the amount of 8844,000 have been made
to companies not yet organized, the greater part
of which it is supposed will never be called for.
In addition to tho direct debt above mentioned,
the Commonwealth has rendered herself respon¬
sible for the bonds of several corporations within
the Slate, to the amount of 80,411,374, and has
promised future guarantees to tho amount of 81,-
103,520, making a sum total of 83,947,894. In
view of the five millions which it will he neces¬

sary to raise for the purposes above mentioned
by the sale of State Bonds, the Governor recom¬

mends that some legislation be adopted to obvi¬
ate the many unnecessary formalities and techni¬
calities which now impede the sale of the, bonds
of the State, aud obstruct their ready circulation
in the money market.
The contract for building tho Attica and Iior-

nelsville Hailroad has been taken by Rockafellow
k Co. who have taken 8300,000 of the stock. They

of Ma

subscribed very liberally to the Petersburgh and
South tide Railroad, and the aggregate of sub¬
scriptions amount to $150,000. The city, also, has
taken, in its corporate capacity, 8100,000, and is
only waiting for authority from the Legislature to

subscribe an additional sum of $200,000.thus
making the joint contribution of the city audits
citizens upwards of $ 150,000.
The corps of Engineers sent out by the New

York ar.d Erie Railroad Company, to make a pro"
liminary survey of a road from Little Valley, New.
York, to Erie, Pa. byway of Jamestown, have
completed their labors, and Mr. Camp,who superin¬
tended the survey this side of the New-York line,
states that the route is entirely feasible. They
reach the summit IS miles from Erie, with a grade
oflOfeetto the miie. From thereto tho inter,
section of the New-York and Erie Hailroad the
route is entirely level.

The excursion train
went over it nt the rato of thirty miles an hour.
Among tho pleasing incidents of the trip, was the
presence of Solomon Jtineau, the oldest, and at

one time the only white settler in Milwaukee,
who had never before seen a Railroad. The
change to him was marvelous, for he well remem¬

bers when the Indian's hut held the place of the
massive buildings and 21,000 inhabitants which
now cover the site of Milwaukee.
